OFFICIAL DECREE 


TO PROVIDE MORE efficaciously for the welfare of souls 
committed to our care, after due consultation with the 
Deans and pastors concerned, the following districts of the 
Diocese of Fort Wayne are herewith canonically established 
as territorial parishes, perpetually separated from adjoining 
parishes. All Catholics residing within the boundaries de- 
fined and set forth in this decree, are members of the par- 
ishes so designated, subject to ‘the jurisdiction of their 
respective pastors and obliged to contribute to their sup- 
port. No Catholic can be released from the obligations of 
membership in his. proper parish except by the consent of 
his pastor with the approval of the Bishop. 

IN FORT WAYNE, the district parish placed under the 
patronage of ST. HENRY, is bounded on the NORTH by 
Rudisill Boulevard from Anthony Boulevard to the Hessen 
Cassel Road and by the Pennsylvania Railroad from Wayne 
Trace to the Adams Center Road; on the EAST by the

On July 7, 1456, a court con- 
vened by papal authority cleared 
forever the name of a girl burned 
to death twenty-five years before 
as a heretic, witch and sorceress. 
The Christian world and all who 
have come under the spell of this 
matchless martyr to faith and 
freedom are therefore marking 
the 500th anniversary of Joan’s 
vindication. It is an anniversary 
with lessons for our times. 

THROUGHOUT the long trial 
that served to condemn Joan of 
Arc, the churchmen who sat as 
judges did not always stay or pro 
ceed within the proper orbit of 
their calling or authority. They 
were capable men, some of them 
well grounded in theology and can.
